EDF Loses Another Round

ST LOUIS — Th e EnvironmenUl Defense Fund (EDF) lost 
anoth er round in iU figh t to stop constructton on th e H ^ S. 
Truman Dam and Reservoir project near Warsaw v^ n a 
federal court h ere denied iU request for an injunction Monday. 
Judge Gerald W. Heaney, speaking for a th ree-judge pawl in 
th e Eigh th U.S Circuit Court of Appeals, rejected an injunctim 
th at would h ave h alted all work on th e project pending a review 
environmental impact statement by th e Army Corps of 
Ei« inecrs. wh ich is directing constnicUon. 
Judge Heaney said work now in progress would h ave only a 
minimal environmental impact on th e Osage River B ^n ^ 
th at h altli« work would result in subsUntially increased cosU 
on th e project. 
More th an |7 4 milllqn h ad been spent on th e dam and 


reservoir as of last June. Th e toUl esUmated cost of th e project 
is|234 ,8 02^. 
Th e EDF originally filed its suit on th e basis th at construction 
of th e dam and reservoir would seriously impair th e 
environment of th e area and destroy natural wildlife h abitats. It 
also contended th at th e Corps of Engineers h ad failed to file an 
environmental impact study, wh ich is requ^*^ *>7 
and th at benefits of th e dam h ad been exaggerated. 
’Th e EDF suit was filed in March of last year and was followed 
sh ortly by an answer from th e Corps of Engineers. Th e Corps 
filed th e required Impact study later th e same year. 
Various citiaens groups in Pettis and Benton Counties Joined 
in opposition to th e EDF case, and donated money to figh t th e 
suit in court. Th e EDF suit was first filed in U.S. District Court 
in Kansas City. Last September Judge Joh n W. Oliver of th e 
District Court found in favor of th e Coips of Engineers. 
Th e appeal was filed later by th e EDF.

Mayor Jerry Jones said Monday night at a 
City Council business meeting in his offic-e 
that the recent bad weather has made 
apparent three Important things - a large 
number of people, including policemen, 
firemen, news r^MHlers and public utility 
workers, are cJdiemely dedicated, there is a 
great 
need 
for 
nioie 
warning 
siren 
Installations, and also a “ crying need” for 
lng)roved storm sewers. 
There was general agreement among 
councllmen that more sirens are needed 
Jones revealed he will request that the 
budget committee Include an appropriation 
to help local Civil Defense officials secure an 
ejgMiiided warning system He noted that he 
will also ask the Pettis County Court to help 
In the project and that there are state funds 
available. The mayor also said a private 


citizen has offered to pay for the cost of one 
such installation, but declined to reveal a 
name 
All councllmen reported difficulty with 
water drainage in their respective wards. 
Jones said an engineering firm is currently 
updating 1969 cost estimates on storm sewer 
improvements. He added there is still some 
hope of acquiring federal funding on such a 
project. 
The council agreed upon the size of the 
budget the city will send the State Milk 
Inspection department in hopes of keeping 
local milk inspection in the hands of a Iwal 
man 
The state recently initi.ited a program to 
guarantee milk iaspcrtion and levcaletl that 
cities already provuiii^ the service might 
retain their program, if satisfactory, with 


total reimbursement by the state. If the city 
elected not to maintain Its program, a 
representative of the state service, probably 
from Kansas City, would Inspect milk In this 
area. Raymond Whlttall is the Sedalia milk 
Inspector now. 
Jones said he expects some type of 
proposal from the County Court as soon as 
that body completes contract negotiations 
with some firm for a general property 
reassessment in the county. The court Is 
known to be negotiating with the same firm 
that reassessed all property In Johnson 
County.

POW Camp Commander 
Wants to Press Charges 


WASHINGTON (A P) - An 
Air Force colonel who com­ 
manded U.& war prisoners in 
North Vietnam has bitterly de­ 
nounced some POWs as cow­ 
ards “ who openly collahorated 
with the enemy” and even 
caiuied physical harm to some 
of their comrades. 
“ I intend to do everything in 
my power to weed these people 
out of the system,” Col. 'Theo­ 
dore W. Guy said Monday in a 
telephone interview from Tuc­ 
son, A ril. He said there are 
fewer than 20 alleged collabora- 
ton among the 566 returned 
POWs. He declined to identify 
them. 
Guy said “ I was turned in” 
by other American prisoners 
and beaten and tortured 1^ 
cause of his efforts to establish 
communications 
among 
the 
POWs and to organize camp 
life and discipline. 
Guy also said some POWs ac­ 
cepted gratuities from their 
North Vietnamese captors in 
the form of extra rations and 
greater freedom within the 
walls, and “ turned their backs 
onus.” 
The former camp command­

Guy said he was senior rank­ 
ing officer at a Hanoi prison 
compound called “ The Plan­ 
tation” for 4‘/? years.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 
enclosing 
a 
clipping 
which 
states that after much delay and 
resistance the Food and Drug 
Administration 
has 
warned 
physicians about prescribing 
diabetic drugs for adult patients 
except as a last resort. The 
clipping says the drugs appear 
to increase the risk of fatal 
heart disease. 
As I read each one of these 
reports that have been occur­ 
ring recently, I have become 
more concerned. The doctor 1 
go to prescribes an oral diabetic 
medicine for me. Under the 
circumstances, wouldn’t it be 
better to stop taking such a 
drug? It would seem to me that 
control is more harmful than 
the disease. With all of the 
many contradictions in today’s 
medicine, it sure leaves me 
frustrated in knowing what b 
best. 
I 
would very 
much 
appreciate your views. I am 
sure there are many others with 
the 
same 
apprehension 
as 
myself. 
Dear R eader — Treating 
diabetes b difficult and each 
individual case b different. 
Ordinarily your own doctor , 
should be best able to advise 
you on what medicine you 
should use. However, I must 
say, in view of the Food and 
Drug Administration’s position 
and the various research reports 
that have been made available 
on this particular topic, that I 
think it is probably best not to 
use oral diabetic medicine. 
Most individuab who are using 
these 
medicines 
to control 
diabetes can usually control it 
by dietary means alone. This 
usually 
requires 
weight 
reduction, 
since 
many 
in divid u als 
using 
these 
medicines are moderately or 
significantly overweight. Many 
studies show that adequate 
dietary 
management 
that 
induces 
satisfactory 
weight 
reduction b just as effective in 
lowering the blood sugar as the 
oyal diabetic pilb, in most 
instances anyway. 
So why don’t you talk to your 
doctor about your concern and 
ask if it isn’t possible to manage 
your diabetes satisfactorily with 
a dietary program. But if you 
are one of those individuals who 
are slightly overweight you 
should be prepared to go along 
with hb suggestions and really 
carry out a satisfactory weight 
control program. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 
expecting my 10th baby, and so 


far we have nine sons. Could 
you tell me what the chances 
are of getting another son? 
Abo, do you know the record 
for all boys in one family? 
Dear R eader — The chances 
are very high. The sex of the 
baby b determined by whether 
a male sperm cell or a female 
sperm cell unites with the 
woman’s ovum. Some men 
produce more male than female 
sperm. This b usually the case 
in a family where the children 
are all boys. Since that is pro­ 
bably the truth about your 
husband, the likelihood b that 
the next pregnancy will again 
result in a boy. 
Of course, you can never be 
absolutely certain because it 
only takes one sperm cell out of 
the millions that are produced 
at 
one time to induce a 
pregnancy knit the mathema­ 
tical probabilities are strictly in 
favor of having another boy. 
I really don’t know what the 
record is for all boys in one 
family, but you must not be too 
far from it. Perhaps some of 
our readers know of larger 
families with all boys.

The customs agents said Monday that 
two of their men suffered chemical burns 
on their arms and legs when fuel poured in 
on them while they were crawling through 
shoulder-wide pipes searching for drugs in 
the oil tanks. 
Morris and Hunton said the customs 
agents, aided by Savannah police, started 
searching the freighter last week. They 
said they found marijuana scattered 
throughout the ship and about five pounds 
of 88 per cent cocaine in a fire ex­ 
tinguisher. 


One man. Chief Engineer Dionioisio 
Madrazo. was arrested and charged with 
possessing marijuana with intent to im­ 
port it. The rest of the 27-man crew have 
been confined to the ship by immigration 
authorities.

A considerable effort 
is being mounted on i'apitol Hill in support 
of continued direct federal aid to libraries 
President Nix on has recommended that 
such aid be stt^ped at the end of this fiscal 
y ear, and the librarians understandably are 
upset 
Dearly as I lov e libraries and 
librarians 
anti I lov e ’em all 
Nix on’s 
position is soundly basc*d and merits 
support. 


The 
liberal 
position 
in support of library aid 
was eloquently defended 
—perhaps ov er-defended 
—in a recent article by 
Colman Mci’arthy of the 
Washington Post 
Mc­ 
Carthy 
is a topnotch 
prose 
sty list 
and 
an 
able ex ponent of the lib­ 
eral v iew, but In com­ 
mon with many of his colleagues he 
tends to weep easy . In this piece he weeps 
about 10 gallons. 


Because of Nix on’s prt^osal. he writes, 
libraries ‘ are now on the endangered 
species 
list ” 
He applauds a protest 
planned for May 8 by the American Library 
Association, when libraries across the 
country will dim their lights by way of 
accusing Nix on of “ dimming the lights on 
the public’s right to know. ” 


“ The Association speaks with precision,” 
say s McCarthy , “ when it say s the public’s 
right to know is at stake.” After all, people 
go 
to 
libraries 
to 
read 
magazines, 
newspapers, 
and 
other 
sources 
of 
information, and Nix on's goal is nothing 
less than “ the smothering of information.” 
He conjures up a v ision of the President 
chortling with pleasure at the closing of 
libraries that spend money for publications 
critical of administration policies. “ Can 
any other way of silencing critics be more 
effectiv e than closing down libraries? ” 


Horsefeathers! The current program of 
federal aid to libraries, like the recently 
halted program of federal aid to small­ 
town water and sewer sy stems, prov ides 
one more case history of Big Gov ernment 
come down with a bad case of bloat. It all 
started with the Rural Library Serv ices Act 
of 195 6, in Eisenhower's day , a modest 
little $7 .5 million program to aid in 
prov iding library facilities in communities 
of less than 10,000 population. It seemed a 
happy idea. 


One trouble with happy ideas is that in 
Congress they g et to b e hilarious ideas. In 
1964, the pri^ram was ex tended to all 
public libraries under the Library Serv ices 
and Construction Act. The following y ear 
brought further ex pansion, in the form of 
federal aid to elementary and secondary 
school libraries. Still another act prov ided 
$5J XN) grants for college and univ ersity 
libraries. The program now has swollen to 
$140 million a y ear. 


Now, it would hav e been useful if 
Congress had paused, back in 195 6, to 
consider 
a 
threshold 
question: 
Does 
Congress 
hav e 
power, 
under 
the 
Constitution, to appropriate public funds 
for rural libraries? It may be that South 
Carolina’s Strom Thurmond and Iowa’s H. 
R. Gross raised the question — they are 
about the only ones who ev er do — but 
theirs are v oices cry ing in the wilderness. 
The 
answer, 
in 
my 
own 
strict- 
constructionist v iew, is no: Libraries, 
desirable as they are, ev en essential as they 
are, are not the responsibility of the federal 
gov ernment. 


Put principle to one side, which is where 
principle often gets put. On the merits, it is 
nonsense to argue that termination of the 
$140 
million 
aid 
will 
“ close 
down 
libraries, ” or “ smother information,” or 
put the public’s right to know at stake. 
Heav ens to Betsy , McCarthy ! Dry y our 
ey es! 


About $5 4 million now is allocated for aid 
to public libraries. The sum represents 
roughly 5 per cent of their budgets. If an 
institution must “ dose down” because of a 
5 per cent cut. it can’t be much of an 
institution. And what is wrong with 
replacing the 5 per cent through local 
appropriations or local fund driv es? Must 
we walk forev er on federal crutches? 


Merry -go-round 


Spy -saboteur called 
in fan t’ by Chapin

WASHINGTON — President Nix on’s 
recently resigned appointment secretary , 
Dwight Chapin, has confessed to a grand 
jury that he receiv ed regular written 
reports on the Democratic presidential 
candidates from Donald Segretti. 


Earlier. Segretti refused to answer 
questions, on grounds of self-incrimination, 
about his activ ities as a Republican spy - 
saboteur. 


Chapin swore behind closed doors that 
he hired Segretti, directed his activ ities and 
receiv ed reports in the mail from him. The 
reports 
contained 
information, 
which 
Chapin described as “ v irtually useless.” on 
Sens. 
George 
McGov ern, 
Hubert 
Humphrey , Ed Muskie, Henry J ackson and 
Gov . Geoige Wallace. 


“ What 
hav e 
y ou 
done 
with these 
reports? ” asked prosecutor Earl Silbert. 


“ I 
destroy ed 
them,” 
said 
Chapin, 
“ usually the day that they were receiv ed. 
And if I may add, they were just one or two 
lines. It was something, for ex ample, of 
Muskie rally , poor attendance, people 
unenthusiastic. Candidate was 40 minutes 
late,’ or something.” 


Under bristling cross-ex amination, the 
handsome, haughty Chapin offered no 
ex planation for apparent contradictions 
and once he declared imperiously that the 
employ ment of Segretti to sabotage the 
Democratic presidential campaign was 
none of the taiq)ay ers’ concern. 


Chapin said he had giv en Segretti general 
instructions to go ahead with a sabotage 
campaign and had obtained White House 
chief of staff H. R. Haldeman’s approv al 
afterwards. 


“ In other words,” asked prosecutor 
Sey m our 
G lanzer 
in cred u lou sly , 
“ Somebody had condoned it after y ou 
decided to do it. Where in the world would 
y ou get the idea that y ou had authority to 
go out and do it? ” 


“ Well, I had authority to do a lot of 
things,” retorted Chapin. “ I had the 


authority to plan a presidential trip to 
China. I sure as hell had the authority to go 
and do some other things.” 


“ But somebody asked y ou to plan the 
trip to China, didn’t they ? ” Glanzer shot 
back, “ . . . namely , the President.” 


“ Yes.” 
“ All right,” pressed Glanzer, “ who asked 
y ou to go out and recruit somebody to do 
(political sabotage work):” 


“ I don’t know that any body asked me to 
do 
it.” 
Chapin 
conceded 
only 
that 
Haldeman had giv en his approv al. 


He described Segretti as “ an astute 
person who knows what is going on and he 
knows what the issues are.” 


“ But the reports he sent back,” Glanzer 
noted, “ y ou said were v irtually useless.” 


“ That’s right,” admitted Chapin. “ I 
think y ou’v e got to put it in perspectiv e. He 
probably was just in an infant stage 
. . . , he 
was in a learning process when he was 
sending that stuff. It was absolutely useless 
to us. 1 don’t believ e that we ev er got one 
piece of information from Mr. Segretti in 
any 
way , shape 
or 
form 
that 
was 
useful. . . ” 


“ What steps,” asked Glanzer, “ did y ou 
take to make sure that this man, who was 
v ery bright y et in an infant stage, would not 
do something that would be embarrassing 
for the White House? ” 


“ None.” 


“ Wasn’t that,” broke in a juror, “ rather 
naiv e for a gentleman like y ourself who 
had been through so many campaigns prior 
to this, Mr. Chapin? ” 


The former presidential appointment 
secretary testified that he asked President 
Nix on’s 
personal 
attorney , 
Herbert 
Kalmbach, to pay Segretti but gav e him no 
guidance on how Segretti was earning his 
money . Chapin also insisted he had no idea 
what financial arrangements were worked 
out. 


“ How,” 
asked 
prosecutor 
Donald 
Campbell, “ was Mr. Kalmbach to know the 
scope of Mr. Segretti’s activ ities in order to

Americans Undergoing 
Painful Money Crises

NEW YORK < AP> 
Based 
on recent consumer surveys, 
millions of Americans are un 
dergning even more painful 
money crises 
not only in 
their pocketbooks but in their 
outlook on the economy 
than 
had been apparent. 
The 
developing 
situation 
could mean even more prob­ 
lems for the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, which seeks to achieve 
economic equilibrium by subtle, 
long-range 
and 
fundamental 
changes than through the ex­ 
pedient of price controls. 
A "precipitous decline" has 
been recorded in the consumer 
outlook by the Survey Research 
Center, University of Michigan, 
which 
notes 
that 
optimism 
which grew during the first 
three quarters of 19 72 has now 
been erased. 
"Because of the increase in 
living costs," the latest SEC 
study found, “ the proportion of 
families saying that they were 
worse off than before and ex­ 
pecting to be worse off, in­ 
creased substantially " 
The same survey found fears 
growing that inflation will ac­ 
celerate and that unemploy­ 
ment will rise. 
The confidence decline, a di­ 
rect feedback from the soaring 
prices at retail outlets, comes 
at a time when many families 


arc enjoying relatively substan 
tial incomes and are equipped 
with strong buying power 
Thus, the various surveys are 
discovering, some families are 
building their savings accounts 
in anticipation of a recession 
while others are spending heav­ 
ily in expectation of a contin­ 
uation of inflation. 
Albert Sindlinger, head of 
Sindlinger A Co., reports that 
he is hearing "greed ampli­ 
fied" on the seven-day-a-week 
surveys his researchers con­ 
duct by telephone from Swath- 
more, IV 
Convinced that the economy 
is out of control, says Sindli­ 
nger, and fearing that the ad­ 
ministration won't directly in­ 
tervene in the market place, 
many consumers are devising 
their own defenses, some quite 
bizarre. 
Some, he relates, are buying 
television sets and other heavy 
appliances and then leaving 
them in the packing cases until 
the time when they’re needed. 


The tremendous surge in au­ 
tomobile buying, which is set­ 
ting 
records 
almost 
every 
week, is believed to be partially 
in anticipation of higher prices 
and costly pollution-control de­ 
vices expected to be placed on 
cars in future years. 
Already, Sindlinger said, such 
buying has taken one million 
sales from next year s outlook. 


The SRC also has found “ a 
greatly increased proportion" 
of consumers who, despite fi­ 
nancial doubts, believe it is a 
good time to buy cars, large 
household durables and houses 
" before prices go up." 
Sindlinger’* daily surveys are 
showing that, "people are even 
hoarding gasoline," he says, 
citing the case of a man who 
described how he had placed a 
500-gallon tank of fuel at the 
rear of his garage. 
The instance isn’t isolated, 
Sindlinger 
claims, 
adding: 
"Fire departments all over the 
country should be alerted " 
The hoarding, he believes, is 
an activity mainly of a one- 
third segment of the population 
that is enjoying unparalleled 
prosperity. Some of them, he 
finds, are headed by union 
m e m b e r s 
with 
escalator 
clauses in their contracts. 
In addition, many Americans 
are enjoying bonuses this year, 
especially from the multibillion 
tax refunds that are being 
mailed to million of taxpayers 
and some families are creating 
their own bonuses through the 
use erf credit. 
However, he continues, two- 
thirds of the families he has in­ 
terviewed lately are suffering 
from declining purchasing pow­ 
er. For them, the crisis isn’t 
something perceived to lie in 
the future, but exists at the mo­ 
ment. 
Eruptions Leave Ghost Town 


WILLIAMSBURG, 
Mich 
(AP) — Williamsburg is vir­ 
tually a ghost town. 
The doors of empty houses 
stand 
open. 
Windows 
are 
raised. Laundry hung out to 
dry 
flaps 
unattended on a 
clothesline. The sounds of a 
community at work and at play 
have given way to silence. 
This village of 200 persons is 
deserted because of a sudden, 
inexplicable series of natural 
gas eruptions. 
Since Wednesday, natural gas 
has broken through the ground 
in hundreds of places and filled 
a mile-square area with fumes. 
“We first told ’em it would be 
at least a week before they 
could get back," said Traverse 
County Sheriff Richard Weiler 
of the men, women and chil­ 
dren who call Williamsburg 
home. “ Now we’re talking at 
least two weeks.” 
But other officials said it 
may be several months before 
life gets back to normal in Wil­ 
liamsburg. Nearly every struc­ 
ture in the town is over or near 
one of the many blowholes 
caused by gas eruptions. 
Extensive 
damage 
already 
has been caused in the village. 
One blowhole erupted near the 
town 
hall, seriously 
under­ 
mining the structure, built in 
1889 . Another is eating away 
Michigan 72, and the highway 
probably 
will 
have 
to 
be 
rebuilt. 
Several neatly trimmed front 
lawns in the village now fea­ 
ture ugly mud basins as much 
as 10 feet across and more than 
five feet deep. 
The perimeter of the deserted 
village is heavily patroled by 
sheriff’s deputies, both to keep 
out looters and to prevent the 
possibility of an explosion set 
off by an accidental spark. 
“ We’ve been lucky so far. We 
haven’t had anyone injured in 
this,” said Weiler. 


Meanwhile, efforts continued 
to plug a natural gas well 
which some state officials have 
blamed for causing the erup­ 
tions. 
Amoco Production Co., the 
drilling subsidiary of Standard 
Oil of Indiana, has denied that 


its gas well 31/? miles southeast 
of Williamsburg has caused the 
trouble. Amoco says it will take 
at least three weeks to plug the 
6,000-foot well. 


Amoco also is drilling a sec­ 
ond shaft 9 00 feet north of the 
well to determine if there is 


any gas in a limestone forma­ 
tion in the area. That is ex­ 
pected to take at least a week. 
Several shallow relief holes 
are being drilled around Wil­ 
liamsburg to ease the under­ 
ground gas pressure. Seismic 
drill rigs are expected to sink 
one relief hole a day. 


Wildcat 
Walkout 
Is Ended 


KANSAS CITY (AIM 
Mem­ 
bers of Local 8330 of the* Com­ 
munications Workers of Amer­ 
ica voted Monday night to end 
a wildcat strike against South­ 
western Bell Telephone Co. 
here and remove pickets from 
10 company offices in the met­ 
ropolitan area 


John Gieseke, local president, 
said negotiations between union 
and company officials will be­ 
gin April 30, concerning safety 
measures at a manhole which 
prompted the strike. 


Some 300 employes were in­ 
volved in the walkout that be­ 
gan about 6 a.m. Monday. Com­ 
pany and union officials met in 
the afternoon and agreed that 
the strike was not sanctioned 
under contract agreements. 


L. Max Cox, news service 
manager for Southwestern Bell, 
said details of the strike were 
not discussed at the meeting 
but officials agreed contract 
grievance procedures had not 
been followed. A union spokes­ 
man had said earlier the walk­ 
out was in protest of last 
week's suspension of a cable 
splicer who refused to work 
alone in a 15-foot-deep tunnel. 


Union and company officials 
said employes supporting the 
strike would be allowed to re­ 
turn to their jobs this morning 
but punitive action would be 
taken against those responsible 
for the action. Gieseke said 
several members of the con­ 
struction local have been sus­ 
pended 
four 
days 
for 
in­ 


volvement in the strike.

charged Monday that Ozark Air 
Lines violated federal regu­ 
lations by failing to meet obli­ 
gations to passengers, but an 
airline spokesman was quick to 
deny the charge. 
Oliver Delle Femine, national 
director of the AM FA, said 
Ozark had been ignoring its 
passengers since the 560-mem­ 
ber mechanics union went on 
strike last Thursday in a dis­ 
pute over a new contract. 
Delle Femine said the union 
had notified the Civil Aeronaut­ 
ics Board and is hopeful the 
CAB will investigate to see if 
formal charges against the car­ 
rier are warranted. 


Charles Ehlert, an Ozark offi­ 
cial, however, said airline per­ 
sonnel manned ticket counters 
at all airports served by Ozark 
through Friday and in some 
cities on Saturday.

The entire crew of the TSO-ton 
Force was reported In good 
condition aboard the Spraynes. 
which plucked the sailors from 
lifeboats and rafts 820 miles 
west of Guam In the Mariana 
Islands, the Navy said, 
A spokesman for the U.S. Pa­ 
cific Fleet Command In Hono­ 
lulu said the 478-foot freighter, 
which was diverted from its 
route from Australia to Japan, 
is en route to Okinawa with the 
Force crewmen. 
The 20-year-old minesweeper 
caught fire Monday and sank 
before crewmen could control 
the flames. The Navy said the 
Force was the first of its ships 
to sink since the submarine 
SccHplon disappeared with 99 
crewmen in the Atlantic In May 
1968. 
The Spraynes was closest to 
the scene of the mid-day sink­ 
ing and reached the Force crew 
at 8 p.m., Guam time. 
The 817-foot Dutch tanker 
Sepia, another ship that had 
been steaming to the scene, re­ 
turned to its original course, 
the Navy said. 
Initial reports during commu-, 
n i c a t i o n between military 
search and rescue aircraft and 
the men in the lifeboats in­ 
dicated some of the men had 
suffered smcrfce inhalation dur­ 
ing the fire, but there was no 
indication that any were in 
need of immediate medical at­ 
tention, thè Navy said.
